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RU LES. 

1. — That the Society shall be called the Begobd Sooistt, and 
shall have for its object the transcribing and publishing of Original 
Documents relating to the Counties of Lancaster and Chester. 

2. — That the affairs of the Society shall be governed by a Council 
consisting of a President and twelve Members, the former of whom 
shall be annually elected by the Council. 

8. — That three Members of the Council shall form a quorum. 

4. — That the subscription of Members of the Society shall be 
£1 Is. per annum, which shall entitle them to the publications for 
the year ; but any Member whose subscription shall be two years in 
arrear shall thereupon be removed from the Society, and shall not be 
re-admitted until all arrears have been paid. The number of Members 
is limited to 850. 

5. — That the subscriptions shall be due in advance on the 80th 
of June in each year, and that no work shall be issued to any 
Member whose subscription is in arrear. . 

6. — That an Annual Meeting of the Society shall be held in the 
month of October, of which due notice shall be sent to all the 
Members. At this meeting a Report of the work of the Society, 
with a Statement of the Income and Expenditure, shall be presented. 
These shall be annually published, together with a List of Members 
and the Rules of the Society. 

7. — That so long as the funds of the Society permit, two volumes 
at least shall be issued to the Members in each year. 

8. — That no copies of the publications of the Society shall be 
sold to non-members, except at an increased price to be fixed by the 
Council. 

9. — That no payment shall be made to any person for editing any 
work for the Society, but that the Editor of each Volume shall be ^ 
entitled to twenty copies of the work so edited by him. 

10. — That the Treasurer's Accounts shall be audited by two 
Members of the Society, who shall be elected at the Annual 
Meeting. 

11. — No alteration shall be made in any of the above Rules 
except at the Annual General Meeting. Notice of any proposed 
alterations must be sent to the Hon. Secretary a month before such 
General Meeting. 

12, — That a meeting of the Council of the Society shall be called 
by the Hon. Secretary at least once in every three months.

Eeport for the fear 1905-1904. 

Read at the Council Meeting held in the Audit Room of the 
Chetham Hospital, Manchester ^ October 24th, 1904. 



Singe the last Annual Meeting, held on the 19th October, 1908, 
two volumes have been issued to the Members. These are, 
Volume 47, being Part I. of the Lancashire Assize Bolls, 1202- 
1281, edited hy Colonel Parker, and Volume 48 being Lancashire 
Inquests, Extents and Feudal Aids, 1205-1807, which has been 
edited by Mr. William Farrer. 

The Council feel that it would be difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of these two books as contributions to the early 
history of Lancashire^ and they view with much satisfaction the 
continuation of the printing, in the near future, of both series of 
documents. 

For the current year the Members will receive Part II. of 
the Assize Rolls, 1281-1285, to which will be added an Appendix, 
including extracts from the Patent Bolls relating to special 
Lancashire Assizes, and from the Pipe Bolls, together with a full 
index of persons and places. The second volume for the year will 
be Part III. of the Lancashire Final Concords, 1877-1509, which 
will be edited, as were the two former parts, by Mr. William 
Farrer. The Society has to thank Colonel Parker and Mr. Farrer 
for generously presenting the transcripts of both these volumea 

As to future work, the amount of material at the Society's 
command is so great that the difficulty is only one of selection. 
The Council has at this moment material ready, and competent 
workers willing to edit upwards of ten volumes of the greatest 
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interest and importance in the elucidation of the history of the 
two Counties, but owing fco the poor support with which the 
Society meets, it is only possible to put two of them in hand at 
present. It is very deplorable that out of the five million 
inhabitants of Lancashire and Cheshire, scarcely two hundred 
can be found to contribute the sum of one guinea per annum to 
this important educational work. 

The Bolls of Admission to the Freedom of the City of 
Chester (1892-1806) have been carefully transcribed, and where 
possible, collated with the original entries in the Mayor's Books, 
by Mr. J. H. E. Bennett, of Chester. Mr. Bennett has presented 
this transcript to the Society, and has undertaken to edit the 
volume ; it is proposed to put this in the printers* hands at once. 
These Bolls relate to many persons in Lancashire as well as 
Cheshire. A complete transcript of the Marriage Licences of the 
ancient diocese of Chester, including Lancashire south of the 
Bibble, is in preparation, and at the present time the material for 
at least two volumes, covering the period 1606-1625, could be 
handed to tbe printers. The transcripts of a voluminous 
collection of Cheshire pedigrees, now preserved among the 
Harleian MSS., which includes the Heralds' Visitation of 
Cheshire for 1618, is in the hands of the Editor, as also is a 
transcript of the Chartulary of St. Werburgh's Abbey in Chester. 
In addition to these, an Index of the recently found Wills at the 
Probate Begistry in Chester, 1595-1665, an Index to the Wills 
and Inventories remaining in the Bishop's Begistry in Chester 
(1701-1800), and the Hearth Tax Betums for the County of 
Chester for the year 1668, only await the necessary funds to 
enable the Council to place them in the hands of the Members. 
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A few sets of the Society's Proceedings are still on hand. 
Members can obtain the price of sets or of single volumes by 
applying to the Honorary Secretary.

Daring the interval of five and a half years between this Roll 
and Assize Roll 1238, Assizes were taken in Lancashire by Geoffrey 
I Aguyllun and Alan de Walkingham ; yet, beyond occasional references 
(see pp. 174 and 200), there is now no record of their work. On 
the death of Alan de Walkingham the following commission was 
issued : —

^ Throughout this Roll the word " clericia " is written in full in almost 
every instance, instead of c, i.e., etc., as is usually the case.

he should answer.

nr^HE following Schedule contains a complete list, 
extracted from the Patent Rolls of Henry III. 
(28 October 1216 — 16 November 1272), of Assizes etc., 
relating to the County of Lancaster, for which special 
Justices were assigned. It will be noticed that up to 
37 Henry HL four local magnates were usually com- 
missioned to take these Assizes, but that after that date 
the cases were assigned to one or more of the permanent 
Justices. After 28 Henry HL the place and date for holding 
the Assize appear to have been fixed by the Justices, no 
dates being (as a rule) given in the Patent Rolls except 
for the Gaol Deliveries.

THE Great Rolls of the Exchequer, commonly called 
the Pipe Rolls, contain, among other (and perhaps" 
more interesting) items relating to the County of Lancaster, 
an account of all such sums as were paid into or owing 
to the Treasury for Fines and Amercements before the 
Justices in Eyre in the County. In the absence of so 
many of the earlier Assize Rolls, these entries form, with 
a limited number of Final Concords, the sole records of 
numerous Assizes taken before these Justices prior to the 
reign of King Edward the First. 

Mr. FsLTTRr's volume of *' LancasAt're Pipe Rolls ^* exhausts 
all the Lancashire information on these Rolls down to the 
end of King John's reign. To that invaluable work reference 
must be made for the earlier Eyres of the Justices, whose 
transactions it has not been thought necessary to insert 
here. The following is an abstract of such entries as relate 
to the Assizes taken before the various Justices in Eyre 
in Lancashire and before Justices specially assigned (see 
Appendix I) during the reign of King Henry the Third 
(1216-1272). They form but a small portion of the matter 
relating to the County which these Pipe Rolls contain ; 
but, as they detail the Fines and Amercements arising out 
of Assizes of which, with few exceptions, no other record 
exists, they demand a place here.

SO varied are the dates and so mixed, in many cases, 
the contents and order of arrangement of the three 
sets of Assize Rolls which contain Lancashire Pleas, that 
a simple Schedule of the Rolls in numerical order gives 
but a confused idea of all they contain. This synopsis 
of their contents has therefore been arranged in chrono- 
logical order by regnal years and under two headings. 
Schedule A comprises all such Rolls, or parts of Rolls, 
as contain Assizes, Juries, Attaints and Certifications, with 
the Essoins, Attorney lists, etc., connected with such 
Pleas ; while to Schedule B are relegated Inquests and 
Presentments, Gaol Deliveries, Quo Warranto and all other 
Pleas of the Crown. 

These Schedules are preceded by a reference list 
of the Assize Rolls in numerical order, giving the 
membranes which contain Lancashire cases and the 
regnal year under which the contents will be found 
detailed in Schedule A or B. The Rolls calendared in 
this volume are marked with an asterisk. 

In these Schedules a note has been made of several 
Sessions of which the records are missing. The dates 
of these are fixed by Essoins at the previous Session and 
adjournments, and their number might be increased by a 
closer examination of the existing records. Taking into 
consideration the risks to which the Rolls were exposed 
in the past, it is a matter of surprise that the series 
should be so complete and the gaps so few and small.
